With the exception 
of a few details the programme is complete. 
For Thursday evening Mr. Slotter has 
secured Booker T. Washington, of Tuskegee, 
Ala., the famous colored orator, who will 
speak on the negro problem. 
There is no 


doubt but that an immense audience will be 
)resent that evening to hear the colored man 
speak of the needs of his people and their 
destiny. 
The money Mr. Booker receives 


'or his lectures is devoted to the educational 
institution for colored people at Tuskegee, 
of which he is the bead. 
On Monday even- 


ng Leland T. Powers will appear in his im- 
personations. 
Tuesday evening 
F. W. 


Brown, of New York, will lecture on 
"In 


and Out of Rome." 
Wednesday evening 


William Hawley Smith will discuss an edu- 
cational topic. 
Friday evening will be de- 


voted to music and literature. 
Brock's or- 


chestra will play each evening, as usual, and 
he musical part of the week's programme 
will occasionally be interspersed with vocal 
music. 
Among the instructors who will 


speak at the day sessions will be Dr. C. C. 
iloundu, New York • Prof. J. A. Spenkel, 
Sew Cumberland; 
Mary 
Miller Jones, 


Philadelphia; Prof. W. W. Deatnck, Kutz- 
town Normal School; Dr. George W. Hull, 
Millersville Normal School; Di.

Smith has given local Republicans warning 
that if they attempt to interfere with him in 
Doylestown by "settin1 'em up" to his fol- 
lowers he will defeat the whole Republican 
ticket in the county. 
In fact it is said that 


Smith is criticising the present incumbent 
of the Sheriff's office, and is getting what 
ais friends call "nasty." 
This all means 


that W. Harry has seen the handwriting on 
the wall, and already regrets that he has 
spent considerable money in the vain at- 
tempt to gain an office. 
He will be badly 


whipped at the polls and the whole ticket 
will go down with the leading candidate. 


A great many citizens of Doylestown are 


beginning to realize the fact that it is about 
time to extend the borough limits. 
There is 


quite a large population and many homes 
across the borough line at the west that are 
peculiarly situated in some respects. 
For 


instance, they enjoy all the improvements of 
the town such as paved streets, etc., for 
which they pay no lax, but at the same time 
are deprived of water 
from the borough 


works and lights for their streets. 
There 


has been an immense lot of building going 
on in the last year for a town of the size of 
the county seat, and it will not be long be- 
fore tlie borough boundaries will need to be 
enlarged. 
Speaking of the building boom 


suggests that the matter is a little overdone 
in the way of cheap houses. 
Some time ago 


there was a dearth of houses to rent, but 
now quite a number are without tenants.

ON AFLYING TRAPEZE 


THE RETIRED BURGLAR TELLS OF AN 


INCIDENT IN HIS CAREER. 


An Experiment In Trytutf to Ovt Into 


a Hotme Tlirouicli a Second Story 
Window 'flint Palled and Wan Nev- 
er Aiculn Attempted. 
"Once in the course of my experience 


and only once," said the re-tired burglar, 
"I tried to get into n house by a (lying 
trapeze. That wan when I was young in 
the business and young in yearn. There 
was a big, comfortable looking house in u 
town I had made a few vinit8 to that 
cummer that hnd a window that sort of 
fascinated MP. It was ahvtijs upon, the 
lower sash thrown up back of the upper, 
lint th's window was in the gable end of 
the house, where there was no veranda 
roof to reach it by, where it seemed in 
fact perfectly safe to leare it broad open 
n» they did, day and night, because no- 
body could reach it without a ladder. But 
1 never looked at that window without 
thinking of what an easy way into the 
house it would be if one was ouiy on the 
level with it. 


"Standing in the lawn about 20 feet 


from the end of this house there was a 
big tree, with stout, big branches. One 
of these branches that grew out toward 
the house had a curious sort of turn or 
elbow In It that grew in such a way that 
it had a nearly horizontal section running 
about ten feet from the house and about 
ten feet higher up in the air than the top 
of that window. That ten feet was prac- 
tically as good as ten miles, as far as 
keeping people out was concerned, but 
one day It struck me that a man could 
swing into that window from the tree by 
a trapeze made fast to that straight 
stretch of limb. Td just been seeing some 
circus stunts done on n swinging bar, 
and I didn't see whj 1 couldn't swing on 
one well enough to laud on that window 
mil anyway. 


"I climbed the tree one night, with a 


piece of twine and a nail for a weight, to 
make some little experiments and are 
just how long the trapeze would have to 
be to strike the window sill. I tied the 
string with the null weight on the hori- 
zontal limb and swung it from another 
Jimb back of it, further away from the 
house, the limb that I intended to swing 
from myself when I had the trapeze 
ready. I swung it to get a length that 
would bring the trapeze just so that 
when I sivung forward I could put my 
feet and legs through the window and 
bend 'em down and hold on by 'cm there 
inside and slip off the bar on to the win- 
dow Bill. Then I was going to tie the 
trapeze to one of the window blinds to 
keep It there while I was exploring the 
house, and when I came back to the win- 
dow, loaded up, I was going to get on 
the trapeze and east loose and swing 
back to the tree and go my way. 


"Well, I got the exact length that the 


trapeze wanted to be to reach from the 
under side of that limb to the window 
sill, and then I made at home a trapeze 
to carry me over. 1 hud rope ends plenty 
long enough to wind around the limb, 
and I had the hanging part measured ex- 
actly so I could make the trapeze fast 
with just the right length below the limn. 
\Vhen the night came that 1 was to try 
It, I shinned up the tree and made it fast. 
1 had a twine tied to the trapeze bar, and 
then I climbed the other limb that I was 
to swing from and pulled the bar up to 
mo there nnd got on it, grasped the ropes 
in either hnnd and when I was all ready 
swung off. 


"It seemed like K tremendous drop go- 


ing down, but I did not have long to 
think. 
1 made just one swish down 


through the air and was going up the 
other side before I knew it. But I didn't 
forget myself. I'd practiced this, and I 
kept my feet and legs straight out in 
front of me and ready to curve 'em 
through the open window when I came 
to it, and then drop 'em nnd clinch 'em 
there. But somehow I had made a mis- 
calculation in trying the ropes or else at 
the very last instant I went wrong with 
my feet, for instead of thrusting my feet 
through the open space of the lower win- 
dow I jabbed them both plumb through 
the double sash above up to my knees. 
I let go of the trapeze in the excitement, 
which I don't think was surprising, and 
the next instant I was hanging head 
downward outside, with my bag that 1 
had my tools in that I had carried by a 
strap orer my shoulder dangling down 
below me with the strap around niy arm- 
pit. 


"When I smashed through those two 


windows, I made as much noise as you'd 
hear in blowing up a crockery factory, 
and I knew of course that it would only 
be a mighty short time before there was 
somebody around, and I made a great ef- 
fort to get free. 
1 know 1 would go 


smashing down on the ground, but I 
wanted to take the chances on that rath- 
er than be caught, and I didn't hesitate 
at all about trying to pull my logs out 
from those windows, though I knew I 
should fall the minute 1 got 'cm out. 
But though I'd lost the trapeze in that 
one moment's excitement when I struck 
the windows I was cool enough now, and. 
I was figuring cm how to get the window 
sill, which I couldn't quite touch now, 
and so break my fall somewhat when 1 
did get free nnd, above all things, turn 
myself over so that when I did go down 
I'd strike the ground on my feet and not 
on my head. 


"I yanked one leg partly clear and then 


the other, the glass rattling and the sash- 
es smashing as 1 pulled on 'em, nnd I set- 
tled down until I could touch the sill be- 
low with my fingers. Then I heard the 
bed in that room jouncing under some- 
body springing up out of it—j-ou sec, all 
this that it t&kcs me some time to tell 
you about really happened in next to no 
time at all—and I knew if I was going to 
go at all I'd got to go then, and I just 
yanked and smashed both legs clear of 
the frames, settling down more as I did 
so until I got hold enough on that win- 
clow sill to turn myself over as 1 dropped 
nnd push myself clear of the building. 
When the man looked outx>f the window, 
I was ' describing a beautiful 
curve 


through the air preparatory to Sanding 
safely on my feet. 


"The man disappeared from the win- 


dow and was back again in an instant, 
and then there was a flash from a shot- 
gun, but it didn't do any damage. It was 
dark, and by that time I was a little tuo 
for off to be hit by a man whose aim was 
likely under such circumstances to be 
more or less uncertain anyway. 
But 


there had been danger enough in hanging 
head down on the side of the house from 
n second story window and taking the 
chance on getting righted up before you 
struck the ground, and I made up my 
mind'that one try with the trapeze was 
all I wanted. I was satisfied after that 
with cellar windows and that sort of 
thing."—New York Sun.

How Barnett's Life Was Saved by 


a Testament^ 


A MATTSEE'S OOUESE OHAJTGED. 


An Incident Showing the Dangers That 


Beset the Brave Boys of the Fight- 


Ing Tenth Pennsylvania 


££. 
Regiment. 


"Passing reference has been made 


to the incident in which Lieutenant 
Colonel James E. Barnett, of 
the 


'Fighting' Tenth regiment, 
possibly 


owed his life to the £act that a Mauser 
bullet from a Filipino rifle struck a 
Testament which he carried in his 
breast pocket and which diverted it 
from its course so as to let him es- 
cape with but a slight abrasion of the 
skin," says the Philadelphia Inquirer. 
"In an entertaining chat about some of 
the experiences which he and some of 
hie comrades passed through in the 
campaign in Luzon, Captain H. J. Wat- 
son, of the Tenth regiment, while at 
the Hotel Walton last evening, alluded 
to this narrow escape of Colonel Bar- 
nett. As Captain Watson was within, 
a few feet of Colonel Barnett when he 
was struck, his remarks were especially 
interesting. 


"Captain Watson, who Is a resident 


of Beaver Falls, Pa., was a member of 
the National Guard for ten years prior 
to the breaking out of the Spanish- 
American war. He enlisted with his 
regiment and served with distinction 
throughout the campaign in 
Luzon, 


both against the Spanish and the in- 
surgents. He started out as captain 
of Company B, but for part of the time 
during the illness of Captain J. A. 
Loar, In the campaign of La Lorn a, ha 
•was in command of Company E. 


AN EYE WITNESS. 


" 'I have a vivid recollection of the 


happenings on the day Colonel Bar- 
nett was hit,' said Captain Watson, as 
he sat taming to some friends. 
'We 


were engaged in a preliminary move 
of an advance from Lalomas by the 
Second brigade of the Second division 
of the Eighth army corps, which in- 
cluded the troops from Pennsylvania, 
South Dakota and Nebraska, We were 
formed in line of battle with our left 
resting at a point beyond the church

near Caloocan. 
With our 
column 


stretching out for about 5,000 yards, 
we were making a swinging movement, 
with the line as the radius of a semi- 
circle. We had been driving the in- 
surgents all day, from 5 o'clock in the 
morning, and had engagements ever} 
little while. 
At first we found the 


country in good condition, but as we 
progressed it became very rugged, and 
the tropical growth thickened and re- 
tarded our progress considerably. We 
at last found ourselves in 
quite a, 


jungle. There were a series of pell- 
mell rushes in the forenoon. It was 
undoubtedly one of the hardest days 
in our experience as far as this move- 
ment was concerned. At a point a lit- 
tle over a mile before reaching Tulibam 
river, in Manila province, we again en- 
countered the insurgents. They were 
intrenched 
behind 
well constructed 


earthworks, occupying a commanding 
position on a small ridge. They open- 
ed fire upon us before we were aware 
of their presence. Colonel Barnett was 
superintending the disposition of the 
First battalion of the Tenth Pennsyl- 
vania. He was then temporarily in 
command of Company P. While the 
firing was on I noticed Colonel Bar- 
nett put his hand to his breast. 
I 


asked him if he was hit. He did not 
answer me at once, but, removing a 
Testament from his breast pocket, he 
found that it had been penetrated by 
a Mauser bullet, which, it was after- 
ward disclosed, had been diverted from 
its course, and striking Colonel Bar- 
nett's silver watch was probably again 
deflected, so that he had a most for- 
tunate escape. 


" 'I have no doubt that had not the 


Testament been in his pocket Colonel 
Barnett would have received a serious 
if not fatal wound. When he was hit 
I was within a few feet of him. 
After 


making an examination and finding no 
serious results from the shot he again 
re-placed the Testament and watch and 
proceeded to direct the further move- 
ments of the troops. This, of course, 
is but one of the many narrow escapes 
experienced by our men while under 
fire.' 


AS AN EXECUTIVE OFFICER. 
" 'What is your oninlon of Colonel 


Barnett's qualifications as an execu- 
tive officer?' was asked of Captain 
Watson. 


" 'As to that,' replied the captain, 


after some deliberation, "I think there 
can be no question of his entire flt- 
ness for any position requiring execu- 
tive ability. He is a man who has 
demonstrated his coolness under ad- 
verse conditions, and his courage Is 
unquestioned. 
My experience 
has 


taught me that before he ever made 
a move be carefully considered all 
points of detail, and having once de- 
termined hiii course, his subsequent ac- 
tions were logical and effective. 
We 


bad frequent opportunities to gauge his 
executive ability while he filled the 
position of military commander of the 
district of Cavite. In this district is 
located the old Spanish naval station 
and which is now used and operated 
by our naval forces. The city of Ca- 
vite adoins this station. Lieutenant 
Colonel Barnett was In command of 
this district during the Illness of the 
late Colonel Hawkins, who was at the 
time confined, to the hospital at Cor- 
regldor. Besides the Tenth Pennsyl- 
vania there was assigned to this dis- 
trict under Lieutenant Colonel Bar- 
nett two batteries of the California 
heavy artillery and the First Wyoming 
artillery. 


" 'Colonel Barnett displayed conspic • 


uous ability as an executive officer in 
his management of the affairs of this 
district, which, including the city and. 
adjoining territory, had a population 
composed almost entirely of natives. 
He maintained and directed an almost 
perfect system of sanitary conditions 
under very adverse circumstances. The 
town was carefully policed, all the 
streets were thoroughly 
swept and 


cleaned every morning, and the In- 
habitants were compelled to keep their 
premises In a healthful 
condition. 


Colonel Barnett directed that all the 
garbage and other refuse be taken in 


a considerable, distaace out iato 


tnTUay, tffiH I'efiovlng1 Tnr of 
the 


greatest menaces to the health of the 
community. 
Under our control we 


had from 1,000 to 1,200 insurgent pris- 
oners, and his treatment of these cap- 
tives was considerate and charitable. 
When beri beri-broke out among "the 
prisoners, through Major 
Neil, 
our 


senior surgeon, a hospital for these 
peculiar cases was established upon 
Sangley Point, thus removing them 
completely from the troops and the in- 
habitants of the district city. 


" 'In the handling of the troopsunder 


his command his careful and solicitous 
attention to the sick and wounded and 
his untiring and unceasing labors ia 
tte cause of the regiment Colonel Bar- 
nett has earned the regard and grati- 
tude of his comrades.'"

The beautifying 
of the grounds surrounding the main 
exhibition building is practically ac- 
complished and in contrast to the lus- 
trous white of the buildings the green- 
sward comes as a pleasant relief. Day 
by day the attendance has increased, 
and nothing could speak better of the 
success of the enterprise than the in- 
terest with which Philadelphlans on 
every opportunity display their co-op- 
eration. Visitors from other towns are 
flocking in by thousands. Relatives in 
the city are made to show their hos- 
pitality, and hotels and 
boarding 


houses are furnishing temporary homes 
for the multitude from afar. 


A tour of the Main building at once 


shows a state of completeness. When, 
it is a question of spending some hours 
in comfort while listening to the 
strains that charm, the return engage- 
ment of the celebrated United States 
Marine band supplies this want. The 
great machinery section of the Main 
building looms up in fine proportions 
as the whirling of wheels and the hiss- 
ing of electric generators indicate the 
fountain of power. The various booths 
and exhibits throw a brilliant color 
throughout the buildings, and the 
scheme of color combination could be 
no more perfect If all the exhibitors 
had worked in unison. 


The attractions on the Esplanade are 


drawing larger and larger crowds. On 
last Saturday walking space was at a 
premium on the broad thoroughfare 
which leads from the gates to the main 
entrance, and good natured jostling 
made everybody feel that it was well 
to be in company that knows how to 
make the best of every situation. The 
immense crowd was Just what the 
showmen on the Esplanade were look 
ing for. The "Old Plantation" folk are 
as amusing as tney are quaint, and 
develop new characteristics with each 
day. 
So, too, the Chinese, the Turkish
